This  is  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  the 
Budget  committee  after  making  a  thorough  investigation  relative 
to  the  arduous  and  time  consuming  services  they  are  called  upon 
to  render. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  ($375.00)  three  hundred  and  seventy  five  dollars,  to 
purchase  new  snow  fence  for  the  highway  department. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  ($1,520.00)  fifteen  hundred  twenty  dollars  to  purchase  a 
new  twelve  foot  snow  plow,  frame  and  pump  complete  and  in- 
stalled for  the  Highway  Department. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
the  Supervisors  of  the  check  lists  the  sum  of  ($25.00)  twenty  five 
dollars  each  per  annum  and  if  so  inake  appropriations  for  the 
same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  ($88.28)  eighty  eight  dollars  twenty  eight  cents  for  fire 
insurance  coverage  on  the  Kimball  Public  Library  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  ($1,100.00)  eleven  hundred  dollars,  to  be  matched  by  fed- 
eral funds  under  the  Civilian  Defense  Program  to  provide  two 
radio  receivers.  State  Police  wave  length  1682,  also  two  trans- 
mitters, 37380,  and  two  F.  M.  Mobile  units  on  fire  frequency  of 
154.19M.C.  for  the  Police  Department. 

8a.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap]:)ropriate  the 
sum  of  ($985.00)  nine  hundred  eighty  five  dollars,  to  be  matched 
by  funds  from  the  Firefighters  Fund  to  purchase  a  good  used  two 
and  one-half  ton  chassis  —  onto  which  will  be  mounted  a  used 
steel  body  and  midship  pump.  This  will  replace  our  Chevrolet 
truck  which  is  over  thirty  years  old  and  undersize. 

8b.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  a]i]-)ro])riate  the 
sum  of  ($300.00)  three  hundred  dollars,  to  paint  the  outside  of 
the  Fire  Station,  two  coats. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  one  room 
School  House  and  property  located  on  Academy  Avenue  from  the 
School  District  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  if  so  make  appro- 
priation for  the  same. 

10.  If  article  nine  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ($2,000.00)  two  thousand 
dollars  to  renovate  the  building  so  that  it  can  be  used  for  the 
Selectmen's  Office,  waiting  room  and  also  an  office  for  the  Police 
Department.

To  sec  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  ($300.00)  three  hundred  dollars,  to  fill,  loam.  <;rade 
and  seed  the  triangle  piece  of  town  land  located  at  the  junction 
of  Sawyer  Avenue  and  North  Broadway,  this  i)roperty.  when 
completed,  will  he  used  as  a  common  and  will  he  under  the  su])er- 
vision  of  the  Atkinson  Garden  Cluh. 

10c.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  cancel  all 
building'  permits  over  six  months  ago  and  not  used. 

lOd.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change 
Article  V,  Paragraph  L  of  the  Zone  Ordinance  dated  10-20-59, 
to  read  as  follows : 

L.     Minimum  land  area  —  no  lot  shall  be  less  than   1   acre. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Summit  Drive

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Robie  Lane 
which  abuts  Main  Street,  this  road  is  (1850')  eighteen  hundred 
fifty  feet  in  length  and  (50')  fifty  feet  wide,  this  road  has  been 
properly  graveled,  culverts  have  been  installed  wherever  needed 
and  has  a  mix  and  place  asphalt  surface  of  (24')  twenty  four 
feet  in  width.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  of  1961,  the  Town  Highways  have  been 
carefully  checked  and  repairs  made  wherever  needed. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  several  roads  which  have  not 
been  accepted  by  the  town  but  have  to  be  taken  care  of  by  this 
department.  We  have  installed  five  new  culverts,  replaced  two, 
checked  and  cleaned  all  others.  We  also  have  replaced  all  guard 
rails  in  town  along  our  highways  and  installed  new  ones  in  several 
dangerous  locations.  Willow  Vale  has  been  completed  and  sur- 
faced from  Maple  Avenue  to  Main  Street. 

Brush  has  been  cut  and  treated  in  several  areas  in  town,  es- 
pecially along  the  school  bus  routes.  We  have  at  the  present 
time  about  fourteen  miles  of  highways  which  are  maintained  by 
the  town  so  far  as  resurfacing  is  concerned.  The  past  year  the 
following  roads  have  been  treated : 

Westside  Drive,  Island  Pond  Road,  Maple  Avenue  Exten- 
sion. LeRoy  Avenue,  Line  Brook  Road,  Sawyer  Avenue  and  a  sec- 
tion of  old  Route  No.  111.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
KIMBALL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  first  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  Kimball  Pul^lic  Li- 
brary for  the  year  1961  was  held  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Little,  the 
chairman.  Plans  were  made  for  certain  repairs  at  the  library, 
and  the  purchase  of  books  was  discussed. 

During  the  year  the  old  board  walk  leading  to  the  library 
steps  was  removed  and  a  hot  top  walk  was  laid  in  its  place  thus 
eliminating  a  hazard  that  had  existed  for  sometime.  Eight  alu- 
minum combination  windows  have  also  been  purchased  and  in- 
stalled on  the  front  of  the  building.  It  is  hoped  that  next  year 
windows  may  be  purchased  for  the  rest  of  the  building. 

The  trustees  have  attended  two  meetings  sponsored  by  the 
State  Library.  Mrs.  Brown  attended  a  meeting  in  D  e  r  r  y  on 
"Weeding  Out  Old  Books."  Because  of  the  illness  of  the  state 
leader,  two  other  meetings,  scheduled  on  this  subject,  were  post- 
poned. It  is  hoped  they  will  be  continued  this  year.  In  October, 
Mrs.  Brown  and  Mrs.  Dyke  attended  a  state  meeting  of  Library 
Trustees  in  Concord.  The  morning  was  devoted  to  lectures  by 
outstanding  speakers  on  various  phases  of  library  work.  During 
the  luncheon  period  a  film,  "The  Day  the  Books  Went  Blank," 
was  shown.  In  the  afternoon  a  panel  discussion  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Professor  John  J.  Holden,  U.N.H.,  was  most  helpful 
to  us  all. 

Again  the  Juvenile  Grange  has  given  money  to  the  Library 
for  the  purchase  of  children's  books.  These  have  been  purchased 
and  marked  with  a  special  book-plate.  The  trustees  are  most 
grateful  for  all  gifts,  but  feel  that  these  young  people  deserve  a 
special  commendation  for  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Library. 

As  our  town  grows  the  demands  upon  our  library  facilities 
grow.    The  cost  of  books  has  increased  tremendously  so  it  is  im- 
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possible  tO'  make  $750  cover  the  needs  of  the  library  and  provide 
the  books  needed  to  keep  our  book-list  up  to  date.  According  to 
the  State  Library,  a  minimum  budget  recommends  $3.50  per  ca- 
pita. Since  our  appropriation  doesn't  begin  to  provide  that 
amount,  the  trustees  hope  you  will  approve  their  estimated  budget 
of  $1,000  for  the  coming  year. 

During  the  coming  year  cards  will  be  sent  to  ])atrons  whose 
books  are  overdue.  These  cards  will  give  the  name  of  the  book  and 
the  amount  of  the  fine.  The  trustees  hope,  by  adopting  this  meth- 
od, to  eliminate  the  necessity  for  personal  contacts  with  the  de- 
linquents by  the  librarian.  Parents  of  school  children  are  espec- 
ially urged  to  assist  by  seeing  that  the  children's  books  are  re- 
turned on  time. 

Those  connected  with  the  library  were  saddened  by  the  ill- 
ness of  Mrs.  Little  which  made  it  necessary  for  her  to  resign  as 
trustee.  She  will  be  truly  missed  and  all  wish  for  her  a  very  speedy 
recovery.  We  are  all  happy,  however,  to  welcome  Mrs.  ClifiFord 
Bradley  who  will   fill  Mrs.  Little's  unexpired   term. 

In  closing  the  trustees  again  express  their  appreciation  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  for  their  excellent  service  in  maintain- 
ing the  property  and  for  their  efficiency  in  the  Library.

It  has 
remained  al)out  the  same  in  growth  as  last  year. 

It  always  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  when  new  towns- 
people patronize  the  library.  Some  come  repeatedly,  others  occa- 
sionally and  some  never.  Wouldn't  it  be  exciting  to  have  every 
family's  name  represented  in  our  files?  T  hope  this  year  will  show 
the  greatest  circulation  ever. 

If  we  are  to  have  a  larger  circulation  it  will,  no  doubt  mean 
that  the  library  must  remain  open  longer  each  week.  It  is  now 
open  seven  hours  and  if  service  warrants  it  would  be  extended  I 
am  sure. 

Mrs.  Russell  Walker  has  very  ably  served  the  school  children 
on  Thursday  for  the  past  year.  At  present,  for  a  short  duration 
in  Mrs.  Walker's  absence,  Mrs.  Afildred  Pentico  is  doing  a  very 
good  job. 

The  Bookmobile  has  not  been  stopping  at  the  school  this  past 
year.  It  has  been  felt  throughout  the  library  fields  that  unless  a 
school  is  too  remote  it  is  best  for  the  children  to  deal  directly  with 
the  library. 

One  aim  of  our  State  Library  is  to  provide  books  and  to  en- 
courage ]:)eo}>le  to  read  and  to  acquire  good  reading  habits,  there- 
fore going  to  your  own  library  helps  to  inculcate  this  habit. 

Our  library  shelves,  particularly  the  fictional  area,  need 
weeding.    We  hope  to  have  this  taken  care  of  as  soon  as  possible. 

Our  State  Library  and  the  Branch  Library  in  Exeter  have 
given  us  good  service.  The  demands  on  them  are  heavy  and  if  bor- 
rowing from  these  libraries  is  in  mind,  please  give  your  librarian 
several  days  to  get  your  request.  We  have  the  mails  to  consider 
as  well  as  delays  in  the  main  office. 
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The  fine  money  collected  this  year  has  heen  used  for  pur 
chasing  magazines.  Those  purchased  have  been  Parents,  Calling 
All  Girls,  Life,  American  Home,  Today's  Health  and  Motor 
Trends.  Several  others  such  as  Saturday  Evening  Post.  Read- 
er's Digest,  The  Profiles  and  U.S.  News  were  given  to  us  by  Mrs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  that  1  announce  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Atkinson  Junior  Fire  Department  under  the  super- 
vision of  Lt.  Reynolds  and  your  Chief.  These  young  men,  he- 
tween  the  age  of  sixteen  and  eighteen,  will  su])])lement  the  regular 
firefighters.  Their  duties  will  l)e  limited  and  they  are  covered  hy 
insurance. 

During  the  j^ast  year  the  memhers  have  Ijeen  busy  improving 
facilities  at  the  Fire  Station  and  finishing  the  new  addition,  which 
includes  completion  of  the  toilet  facilities  and  running  hot  and 
cold  water. 

The  portable  pumj)  voted  by  special  article  last  year  has  been 
purchased,  delivered  and  placed  in  commission.  This  is  a  very 
valuable  asset  to  the  department. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  Civil  Defense  Director 
Harold  Wilber  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  fire  department 
received  a  2,000  gallon  trailer  tank  and  a  portable  generator. 
These  units  will  be  commissioned  and  placed  into  service  as  soon 
as  possible. 

We  answered  twenty-five  alarms  last  year  with  a  total  fire 
loss  of  approximately  $8,000.00.  We  were  called  out-of-town  to 
assist  on  three  occasions,  all  to  North  Salem.  Also,  I  would  like 
to  add  that  a  total  of  64  calls  were  answered  by  our  red  network 
phones  which  were  either  wrong  numbers  or  individuals  seeking 
information.  Again,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  our  red  net- 
work telephone  number  is  DA  9-6411  and  should  be  used  only  t(j 
report  a  fire. 

A  special  article  asking  for  $985.00  to  ])urchase  a  used  two 
and  one-half  ton  chassis,  pump  and  l)ody  is  to  replace  our  present 
Chevrolet  truck  which  is  over  30  years  old  and  undersize.  The 
money  asked  for  in  this  article  will  be  matched  l;y  funds  from 
the. Firefighters  Fund. 
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I  would  like  to  remind  all  citizens  that  no  burning  is  allowed 
in  the  open  without  first  obtaining  a  permit.  These  permits  may 
be  obtained  from  your  Chief  or  Austin  B.  Wason,  Forest  Fire 
Warden  or  Deputy  Wardens.  Warren  E.  Kolb  and  W^ilbur  R. 
Moody.  Your  cooperation  will  not  only  be  appreciated  but  might 
save  extensive  loss  by  fire  to  you  or  your  neighbors  property. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  express  to  the  Women's  Auxiliary  my 
appreciation  and  that  of  my  men  for  their  untiring  efforts  and 
continued  support  of  the  department. 

Your  firefighters  are  ready  to  serve  our  community  twenty- 
four  hours  a  day  and  with  the  continued  cooperation  of  all  our 
citizens  we  will  be  able  to  maintain  a  department  you  will  be 
proud  of.  It  is  your  support  that  gives  us  the  incentive  to  do  a 
better  job.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  1961  a  large  number  of  complaints  were 
answered  of  various  description.  Camps  at  Island  Pond  are  in- 
spected periodically  but  despite  inspections  seven  cottages  were 
broken  into  last  year.  Three  house  breaks  were  reported  and  in- 
vestigated. The  value  of  articles  taken  in  these  l)reaks  amounted 
to  nearly  one  thousand  dollars.  However,  over  three  hundred 
dollars  of  this  was  recovered. 

A  great  deal  of  patrol  work  was  done  on  town  and  state 
roads  in  our  town  the  past  year. 

Cases  processed  in  Plaistow  Court  last  year  are  as  follows : 
three  stop  sign  violations,  three  speed  violations,  one  driving  un- 
registered motor  vehicle,  two  driving  to  endanger,  one  DWI,  one 
gross  careless  and  negligent  operator,  six  crossing  yellow  line  and 
one  drunk  and  disorderly  conduct. 

One  radio  has  been  received  which  is  in  my  car  and  on  State 
Police  frequency.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  great  help  to  the  de- 
partment. 

The  project  of  selectmen  and  police  officers  at  the  Central 
School  is  at  a  standstill  awaiting  outcome  of  town  meeting. 

Speed  signs  were  erected  on  Maple  Avenue,  Sawyer  Avenue. 
Stop  signs  were  erected  by  the  state  on  the  Main  Street  side  of 
Willow  Vale  and  also  a  stop  sign  was  purchased  by  the  town  for 
the  Maple  Avenue  end  of  Willow  Vale.  Directional  arrow  signs 
were  erected  at  the  intersection  of  Meditation  Lane  and  Sawyer 
Avenue  and  the  same  type  of  sign  erected  at  the  intersection  of 
North  Broadway,  Providence  Hill  Road,  and  Salem  Road  to  ])re- 
vent  any  more  cars  going  into  Sawyer  Pond.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 


During  the  past  two  years  many  unsanitary  sewage  installa- 
tions have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Health  Officer. 
The  extent  of  these  conditions  has  ranged  from  simple  contam- 
ination of  the  private  property  owner  to  gross  contamination  of 
the  neighboring  properties  and  even  to  swamp  and  stream  pollu- 
tion. In  view  of  the  extent  of  this  contamination  and  the  rapidly 
expanding  growth  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson  and  to  prevent  and 
protect  the  private  property  owner,  a  directive  was  issued  on  June 
7,  1961  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town,  re- 
quiring permits  and  inspections  of  all  sewage  disposal  systems. 
This  was  followed  on  October  10.  1961  by  the  definite  establish- 
ment of  a  SANITARY  CODE  covering  the  water  and  sewage 
regulations  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson.  This  sanitary  code  was 
drawn  up  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Department  of  Sanitary 
Engineering  and  will  unquestionably  prevent  further  hazards  as 
enumerated  from  creeping  into  the  town  in  the  future.  This  code 
covers  all  building  in  the  Town  of  Atkinson  regardless  of  the 
date  of  issue  of  the  building  permits. 

Copies  of  this  sanitary  code  may  be  obtained  either  from  the 
Health  Officer  or  the  Building  Inspector,  whose  co-operation  in 
this  matter  has  been  excellent. 

Communicable  disease  in  the  town  has  been  at  a  minimum 
during  the  past  year  except  for  an  outbreak  of  hepatitis  in  the 
Atkinson  Schools  and  the  reporting  of  one  case  of  Tuberculosis.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  toimt  of  Atkinson 
qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Grange  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  eighth  day  of  March  1962.  at  5:30  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  u])on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  school  district  ofificers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
or  ofificers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant, 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  ofificials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obli- 
gations of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  foundation  aid  together  with  other  income ; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between 
the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

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REPORT    OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson : 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  Sixth  Annual  Rei:)ort  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  in  Atkinson.  A  report  from  the  Principal 
will  discuss  more  in  detail  the  activities  of  the  schools.  Statistical 
reports  are  listed  separately. 

PERSONNEL 

One  new  teacher  and  one  part-time  teacher  were  added  to 
the  Rockwell  School  staff.  Miss  Lorraine  Stephenson,  a  grad- 
uate of  Barrington  College  with  practice  teaching  in  Pawtucket, 
Rhode  Island,  teaches  grade  3.  Mrs.  Alice  Scott,  a  former  tea- 
cher in  Atkinson,  has  returned  to  teach  reading  part-time  in 
grade  1. 

All  teachers  have  continued  memhership  in  local,  state  and 
national  professional  organizations.  Five  teachers  have  taken 
courses,  this  past  year,  to  improve  themselves  professionally. 

A  new  salary  schedule  is  being  proposed  for  next  year. 
This  schedule  is  realistic  and  compares  favorably  with  schedules 
in  other  towns  in  the  area.  Such  a  schedule  permits  us  to  hire 
well-qualified  teachers,  encourages  our  younger  teachers  to  stay 
with  us  and  rewards  our  older  teachers  for  their  years  of  exper- 
ience. A  feature  of  the  schedule  requires  teachers  to  seek  addi- 
tional credits  periodically  in  order  to  advance  on  schedule. 

CURRICULUM 

The  class  in  special  education  has  c  o  n  t  i  n  u  e  d  to  ]jrove  its 
worth.  Four  pupils  from  Atkinson  are  members  of  this  class.  The 
New  Hampshire  Legislature  passed  a  bill,  this  i^ast  year,  to  aid 
school  districts  in  financing  such  classes. 
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The  schools  have  taken  advantage  of  the  excellent  educa- 
tional programs  ])roadcaste(l  by  Channel  11. 

The  School  District  has  utilized  funds  ])  r  o  v  i  d  e  d  by  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  which  are  used  for  special  y)ro- 
jects  in  science,  math  and  modern  languages. 

All  the  teachers  and  i)rincipals  in  Union  Xo.  55  have  taken 
u])on  themselves  to  evaluate  their  own  schools.  Idiis  is  a  long- 
range  ])rogram  and  they  will  self -evaluate  their  own  school  facil- 
ities, equipment,  curriculum,  subject  matter,  teaching  methods 
and  techniques.  They  will  use  as  guides  the  latest  evaluative  cri- 
teria. From  this  study  s])ecific  recommendations  are  ex])ected. 
and  the  teachers  themselves  will  ])e  much  better  teachers  for  hav- 
ing worked  on  the  evaluation. 

Also,  it  is  necessary  to  constantly  review  current  trends,  and 
if  we  find  ideas  that  will  help  us  then  we  might  do  some  exi)eri- 
menting.  At  present  we  are  involved  in  de]:)artmentalization  in 
the  intermediate  grades.  We  feel  that  a  program  such  as  this  has 
merit.  Whether  the  trend  relates  to  enrichment,  acceleration  or 
the  use  of  teaching  machines  we  wish  to  know  what  might  be  best 
for  us. 

There  are  other  areas  that  we  should  study  such  as  the  value 
of  school  libraries,  the  value  of  an  art  supervisor  for  Plaistow, 
Hampstead,  Newton  and  Atkinson  and  what  we  can  do  about 
more  guidance  in  the  elementary  schools.  As  we  increase  in  size 
perhaps  we  can  do  more  in  the.se  various  fields. 

HOUSING 

Most  everyone  must  know  that  the  bids  for  the  addition  to 
the  Academy,  voted  last  March  meeting,  came  in  too  high.  Your 
School  Board  did  what  most  school  boards  do  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances. They  attempted  to  negotiate  with  the  lowest  bidders. 
However,  they  discovered  that  to  come  within  the  amount  avail- 
able for  construction,  essential  features  would  need  to  be  elimi- 
nated. This  they  did  not  want  to  do.  The  next  step  was  to  contact 
local  contractors.  Again  no  guarantee  to  do  the  addition  as  desired 
was  forthcoming.  Finally,  after  much  study  and  additional  con- 
tracts, a  reliable  contractor  was  found  who  was  available  and  who 
would  do  the  work  at  a  practical  figure.  Changes  or  sulistitutions 
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would  be  made  with  the  original  specifications,  but  the  essential 
features  would  be  retained.  There  would  be  some  additional  costs. 
It  seemed  to  be  the  opinion  of  the  townspeople  that  they  did  not 
want  any  major  changes.  So,  the  next  step  was  a  s]>ecial  meeting 
to  raise  $13,000.00  to  complete  the  addition.  For  some  reason 
it  was  voted  down  although  it  was  the  only  solution.  It  still  is 
the  only  solution  to  build  your  school  addition  and  still  have  an 
activities  room  and  white  brick  on  the  front.  Of  course  you  could 
spend  many  more  thousands  to  meet  the  original  si)ecifications 
but  that  did  not  seem  wise  or  popular.  Contracts  have  been  exe- 
cuted. Something  had  to  be  done.  The  price  agreed  upon  could 
not  be  held  indefinitely,  and  each  day's  delay  would  cost  the  School 
District  additional  interest  money  as  well.  The  School  Board 
again  requests  money  to  complete  the  addition.  This  can  be  raised 
by  long-term  serial  notes  so  the  efifect  on  the  tax  rate  will  l)e  less 
noticeable.  I  believe  sincerely  that  the  School  Board  has  done 
everything  in  its  ])ower  to  find  the  best  solution.  All  of  this 
happened  through  no  fault  of  the  School  Board  and  they  have 
spent  literally  months  and  many  hours  of  their  time,  way  lieyond 
the  call  of  duty,  to  attempt  the  liest  solution  ])ossil)le.  1  have 
never  seen  a  more  conscientious  School  Board.  They  deserve 
your  praise  and  your  support. 

By  building  an  addition  to  the  Academy  School  you  are  ]iro- 
viding  for  increased  enrollments  in  the  elementary  grades,  at  least 
for  the  immediate  future. 

There  are  two  other  problems  relative  to  housing  that  might 
be  solved  together.  Namely,  what  to  do  about  the  high  school 
students  who  may  be  cut  ofif  at  Haverhill  High  School,  and  what 
to  do  about  a  long  range  program  for  the  elementary  grades. 
These  problems  can  be  solved  as  one.  Aly  recommendation  is  to 
join  with  your  neighbors  and  Ijuild  a  regional  high  school,  grades 
7-12.  Such  a  school  will  not  only  take  care  of  your  students  but 
will  release  space  in  the  Academy  by  taking  out  grades  7  and  8 
and  thereby  making  it  less  necessary  to  build  additional  rooms  at 
the  Academy  until  such  time  as  they  are  needed  in  the  future. 
Having  your  own  regional  school  will  permit  you  to  have  a  voice 
in  the  administration  of  your  .school,  in  establishing  a  curriculum 
and  setting  the  policies  of  the  school.  You  do  not  have  any  such 
opportunity  at  this  time  to  exercise  any  control  over  these  matters. 
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l^^irlhcnnorc,  the  curriculuni   for  the  seventh   and    eighth  .grades 
will  he  much  improved  over  what  we  are  able  to  offer  now. 

I  believe  that  one  or  two  procedures  should  be  followed  or 
perhaps  combined.  One  would  l)e  to  form  a  twenty-member  com- 
mittee, five  members  from  each  of  the  towns  of  Atkinson,  Hamp- 
stead,  Newton  and  Plaistow,  to  study  the  advisability  of  building 
a  regional  high  school.  All  of  these  towns  have  relatively  the  same 
problems  and  you  need  the  number  of  students  that  these  towns 
would  enroll  to  adequately  provide  the  finances  and  services  that 
such  a  school  will  need.  The  other  possibility  would  be  to  hire  a 
professional  survey  firm  to  study  your  problems  and  advise.  They 
can  advise  as  to  whether  it  is  better  to  add  on  to  the  present 
buildings,  discard  old  l)uildings.  where  to  build  and  in  fact  give 
us  professional  assistance  in  regard  to  whether  we  should  build 
or  not.  If  four  towns  join  together  in  building  such  a  school  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  will  pay  50*^  of  the  construction  costs. 

Your  School  Board  has  continued  to  maintain  and  improve 
the  physical  condition  of  the  schools.  \\'e  have  an  excellent  cus- 
todian who  takes  pride  in  the  appearance  of  the  schools. 

INVESTING  IN  QUALITY  EDUCATION 

The  best  way  to  attract  good  industry  to  your  town  or  area 
is  not  to  lower  taxes.  It  is  to  have  good  schools.  Labor  supply, 
land  costs,  utility  rates  and  taxes  all  take  a  backseat  to  the  schools. 
A  research  lab  is  only  as  good  as  the  men  who  work  in  it  and 
these  men  will  not  go  to  a  new  location  unless  they  can  be  guaran- 
teed good  schools  for  their  children. 

APPRECIATIONS 

To  conclude,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  Principal,  teachers  and  pupils  for  their  help  during  the 
year.  May  I  also  thank  all  civic  organizations,  parents  and  friends 
of  the  children  for  their  generous  support  and  keen  interest  in  the 
activities  of  the  Atkinson  schools.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  TEACHER 

Since  last  April  the  Special  Education  Class  for  Plaistow, 
Hampstead,  Atkinson  and  Newton  has  heen  located  in  the  former 
cafeteria  at  the  Hampstead  Central  School.  We  have  been  pro- 
vided with  a  lart;e  light  room  ideal  for  our  classroom  and  craft 
activities. 

Our  class  started  in  Septeml)er  with  12  pu])ils.  but  in  No- 
vember 3  were  added,  making  a  total  of  15  pupils.  We  have  4 
from  Atkinson,  4  from  Hampstead,  1  from  Newton  and  6  from 
Plaistow.  These  pupils  range  in  age  from  11  to  17,  with  varying 
abilities  and  personalities. 

We  start  each  day  with  devotional  exercises  followed  by  sing- 
ing. Opportunity  is  often  given  for  Telling  Time,  when  pupils 
share  experiences  with  the  other  class  members.  This  encourages 
oral  self-expression  and  improves  spoken  language.  We  have 
three  arithmetic  groups  working  at  levels  from  2nd  to  5th  grades, 
and  three  reading  groups.  Because  of  speech  defects  and  various 
reading  problems,  pupils  are  working  from  primer  level  to  third 
reader  level.  In  the  small  groups  pupils  receive  word  drill,  i^ho- 
netic  help,  and  basic  reading  skills  beside  oral  reading. 

Most  of  the  language  work  is  oral  and  pupils  are  encouraged 
to  express  themselves  in  good  sentences  and  to  speak  clearly.  Writ- 
ten language  has  been  used  to  express  capitalization  and  punctua- 
tion. 

Handwriting  skills  are  practiced  several  times  a  week  and 
penmanship  papers  are  turned  in  weekly  to  the  principal's  ofifice 
along  with  those  of  other  grades. 

This  year  in  social  studies  we  are  studying  about  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  pupils  have  taken  advantage  of  the  Hampstead  tele- 
vision set  to  watch  "The  Story  of  the  Granite  State"  each  Mon- 
day. This  is  an  educational  program  at  4th  grade  level  from 
Channel  1 1 .  The  pupils  are  able  to  see  what  they  have  been  study- 
ing and  so  better  understand  their  own  state. 
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In  Science  the  students  have  studied  about  nature,  the  earth, 
the  seasons  and  the  weather.  We  have  utiHzed  the  Grade  3 
Science  Program  on  television,  too,  when  the  pupils  have  learned 
about  aquariums,  terrariums,  the  seasons,  electricity,  sound,  the 
eye,  the  ear,  and  other  basic  scientific  studies.  One  of  the  lessons 
led  to  a  field  trip  to  the  woods  and  around  Sunset  Lake,  where 
we  collected  specimens  for  a  terrarium  for  our  classroom. 

In  health  we  emphasize  ]:)ersonal  hygiene,  cleanliness  and  the 
care  of  our  bodies.  Each  week  the  Music  Supervisor,  Mr.  Wil- 
liams, has  a  15  minute  class  and  classroom  sing^ing  shows  much 
progress  over  last  year.  Pupils  were  especially  enthusiastic  over 
Christmas  music  and  at  present  are  enjoying  patriotic  songs  and 
learning  our  own  state  song.  "Old  New  Hamj^hire." 

An  important  phase  of  S]->ecial  Class  work  is  the  Arts  and 
Crafts  program.  Pu])ils  are  trained  to  use  their  hands  and  de- 
velop skills  that  may  help  later  in  earning  a  living.  At  Christmas 
time  decorations  and  various  gifts  were  made  by  the  children.  Art 
work  is  varied  to  correlate  with  reading,  social  studies,  science  or 
health  lessons.  Each  class  member  has  made  a  woven  reed  basket 
and  many  have  made  gravel  pictures  and  kitchen  plaques.  Future 
projects  will  include  leather  and  felt  work.  Funds  for  craft  work 
are  limited  and  we  are  especially  grateful  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred 
Gray  for  donations  of  glitter,  foil,  glue  and  leather  scraps.  The 
class  would  appreciate  any  gifts  of  yarn  for  spool  knitting  and 
regular  knitting.  We  would  be  most  appreciative  of  any  l)ooks 
of  grade  1  to  6  reading  level  that  interested  persons  may  wish  to 
donate  toward  establishing  a  library  for  the  room. 

The  responsibility  of  the  Special  Class  teacher  provides  a 
tremendous  opportunity  for  service  to  youth,  and  is  very  de- 
manding of  her  resources  and  abilities ;  however,  it  is  probably 
one  of  the  most  rewarding  areas  in  the  teaching  profession.  I 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  many  people  who 
have  given  their  support  and  cooperation  to  the  Special  Education 
Class.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  School  l^)oard  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

I  herewith  present  my  tenth  annual  re])ort  as  IYincii)al  of  the 
Atkinson  Schools.  Jt  has  been  another  year  of  significant  growth 
in  school  enrollment  which  has  caused  certain  problems  but  has 
also  made  it  possible  to  bring  about  improvements  in  our  system. 
For  the  first  time,  double  grades  in  a  room  have  been  eliminated. 
It  seems  logical  that  l)etter  results  can  be  achieved  when  a  teacher 
is  not  forced  to  divide  her  time  between  two  grades.  The  large 
enrollment  in  the  first  grade  made  it  advisable  to  take  some  action 
to  assure  these  children  of  a  reasonably  good  start  in  school.  Con- 
sequently, Mrs.  Alice  Scott,  formerly  a  primary  grades  teacher  in 
Atkinson,  was  employed  on  a  part  time  basis  to  work  with  some 
of  the  reading  groups.  Increased  enrollment  over  the  i)ast  few 
years  has  also  created  increased  burdens  of  a  clerical  nature.  As 
a  result  of  this.  Mrs.  George  Carter  has  been  hired  as  a  part  time 
secretary  She  is  proving  herself  an  extremely  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  school  system. 

As  is  true  in  all  areas  of  our  present  day  life,  education  is 
constantly  changing.  Any  good  school  must  he  constantly  evalu- 
ating itself  as  to  what  it  teaches  and  the  methods  it  uses.  The 
good  teacher  must  be  familiar  with  the  latest  in  educational  re- 
search and  with  experimental  programs  which  are  being  carried 
on  in  various  schools  throughout  the  country.  This  does  not  mean 
that  we  must  abandon  those  methods  which  have  been  proved 
eflFective  in  the  past  for  everything  that  is  new.  Changes  must  be 
somewhat  gradual  and  move  in  directions  which  have  proven 
themselves  in  other  places  and  which  give  promise  of  being  right 
for  our  particular  situation. 

That  our  staff  is  interested  in  presenting  an  ever  improving 
program  in  the  Atkinson  Schools  is  indicated  by  the  courses  taken 
in  the  past  year  by  our  small  group  of  teachers.  This  includes  a 
total  of  nine  courses  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion.    These  courses,  along  with   attendance   at   conventions    and 
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numerous  professional  meetings  both  within  and  outside  of  the 
supervisory  union,  are  making  the  teachers  better  e  q  u  ip  p  e  d  to 
help  the  children  of  Atkinson  to  receive  the  background  they  need 
to  be  successful  in  further  education  as  well  as  worthwhile  citizens 
of  Atkinson  or  in  whatever  communities  they  may  later  reside. 

In  addition  to  the  reg'ular  classroom  teachers  we  continue  to 
have  the  services  of  supervisors  in  health,  music  and  handwriting. 
Four  Atkinson  children  also  attend  the  special  education  class  in 
Hampstead.  Mrs.  Gwendolyn  Banks  is  in  charge  of  the  health 
prog-ram.  In  addition  to  the  annual  checks  of  vision,  hearing,  heig-ht 
and  weight  for  each  pupil,  Mrs.  Banks  also  secures  health  films 
and  other  materials  for  use  in  the  classroom  and  makes  frequent 
home  visits  when  special  problems  exist.  The  usual  physical  exam- 
inations by  the  school  physician  were  not  given  this  fall  due  to  a 
lack  of  suitable  space. 

Mr.  Evan  Williams  returned  this  fall  to  direct  the  music  ac- 
tivities. He  presents  a  variety  of  music  experiences  appropriate 
to  each  grade.  He  also  directed  the  music  for  the  Christmas  and 
graduation  programs. 

We  have  been  quite  imjiressed  by  the  improvement  in  the 
writing  of  the  children  of  our  school  since  the  institution  of  the 
Rinehart  writing  system  one  year  ago  last  September.  Mr.  Harold 
Matava,  writing  supervisor,  visits  each  classroom  monthly  at 
which  time  he  grades  sample  papers  and  gives  instruction  on  the 
lessons  which  are  to  be  practiced  during  the  month. 

Once  again  we  have  attempted  to  offer  a  number  of  worth- 
while activities  which  are  in  addition  to  the  regular  classroom 
work.  While  most  persons  are  no  doubt  familiar  with  these,  they 
are  listed  here  as  they  are  worthy  of  mention  in  a  report  of  this 
sort. 

1.  The  science  fair  was  changed  to  an  arts  and  science  fair 
with  entries  in  the  areas  of  creative  writing  and  art.  Children 
were  also  separated  into  Junior  and  Senior  divisions. 

2.  A  safety  program,  presented  by  representatives  of  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Department,  was  held  last   spring. 

3.  The  annual  school  spelling  bee    was  won  by  Richard  Hun- 
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tress  who  ably  represented   Atkinson  in   the  Isoekinj^liani   (.'ounty 
Spelling  Bee. 

4.  An  edncational  field  trip  was  taken  by  each  class.  Places 
visited  included  the  Concord  and  Lexington  areas  and  Concord 
N.H.,  where  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  saw  the  state  legisla- 
ture in  session. 

5.  Last  June,  graduation  exercises  were  held  at  the  Congre- 
gational Church  for  18  eighth  grade  pupils.  The  theme  for  essays 
and  music  was  American  Folklore.  .Vn  award  given  by  the  P.T. 
A.  for  the  highest  scholastic  achievement  was  won  by  Joan  Hur- 
teau.  The  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  Good  Citizenship 
Medal  was  presented  to  Nancy  Skofield.  Li  the  American  Legion 
essay  contest  for  eighth  grade  pupils  of  this  area.  Dale  Hart  re- 
ceived honorable  mention. 

6.  During  American  Education  \Veek,  each  teacher  presented 
a  summary  of  her  educational  program  for  an  open  house  even- 
ing at  the  schools.  We  consider  it  extremely  important  for  par- 
ents to  understand  what  the  school  is  trying  to  accomplish  and  the 
methods  it  is  using  to  meet  these  objectives. 

7.  The  intermediate  grades  presented  the  annual  Christmas 
program  for  the  P.T. A. 

The  above  activities  occur  once  a  year.  .\  number  of  ])ro- 
grams  are  continuous  throughout  the  year. 

1.  The  hot  lunch  program  has  continued  to  be  ably  managed 
by  Mrs.  Frances  Beeley,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Stephen  Bezanson.  A 
high  percentage  of  the  children  enjoy  varied  and  well  jirepared 
meals  throughout  the  year. 

2.  Saving  stamps  are  sold   weekly. 

3.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  library  officials,  children 
have  an  opportunity  to  go  to  the  library  on  one  afternoon  each 
week.  We  feel  that  this  is  extremely  important  as  regular  visits 
to  the  library  help  in  building  the  habit  of  reading. 

4.  A  somewhat  more  active  sports  program  for  the  U])per 
grade  boys  has  been  possible  during  the  past  year.  Much  credit 
is  due  to  Louis  Dispenza  who  has  directed  this  program  which  has 
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included   six  basel)all  games  with  nearl)y  schools  last    sjiring  and 
u  schedule  of  basketball  games  at  Ham])stead  this  winter. 

Close  cooperation  between  parents  and  teachers  is  of  great 
imi)ortance  in  hel]:)ing  the  children  to  strive  toward  those  goals 
which  we  all  wish  them  to  reach.  The  P.T.A.  meetings  of  the  past 
year  in  addition  to  ])roviding  contacts  between  parents  and  teach- 
ers, have  presented  op])ortunities  for  all  who  have  attended  to  be- 
come better  acquainted  with  some  of  the  educational  philosophies 
and  l)asic  issues  which  affect  our  schools. 

To  conclude,  may  1  once  again  e  x  ])  r  e  s  s  my  ap})reciation  to 
the  school  board,  the  administration,  the  teachers,  the  pupils  and 
their  parents  and  all  other  friends  of  our  schools  for  their  strong- 
support  and  interest  in  the  schools  of   Atkinson.

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YOUR   SCHOOL  BOARD   REPORTS 

This  has  been  a  most  eventful  year  for  your  School  Board. 
The  acce])tance  by  the  voters,  of  the  articles  raising  funds  for  an 
addition  to  the  Academy  School  and  for  additional  space  for  the 
fourth  grade  have  resulted  in  a  great  many  meetings  v\nth  the  ar- 
chitect, contractors,  plumbers,  electricians  and  many  other  inter- 
ested ]ieople. 

The  contract  for  the  "Addition"  has  been  signed.  The  con- 
tractor has  brought  in  materials  to  start  construction  of  the  boiler 
room.  Mr.  Feuer  has  started  clearing  the  building  site  of  trees 
that  must  be  removed.  Weather  permitting,  construction  will  be- 
'^in  on  or  before  March  1st,   1962. 

I'he  construction  schedule  calls  for  the  classrooms  and  offices 
to  be  ready  by  the  first  week  of  September.  The  rest  of  the 
building  should  be  ready  by  Thanksgiving. 

The  fourth  grade  has  been  in  session  in  leased  sjiace  in  the 
former  Atco  Office  building,  since   Octol)er  9. 

We  were  most  successful  and  fortunate  in  the  artesian  well 
that  was  drilled  at  the  Academy  School  site.  This  well  has  a  yield 
of  25  gals./min.  (a^  90  feet.  The  total  depth  of  the  well  is  142 
feet.  1lie  water  has  been  tested  and  approved  for  use. 

The  Academy  building  received  a  face  lifting  inside  and  out. 
The  foundation  for  both  side  entries  has  been  repaired.  The 
plaster  in  the  main  hallway  was  repaired  and  painted.  New  floor- 
ing was  installed  in  the  west  classroom  and  main  hallway  with 
necessary   reinforcement  of    floor  timbers. 

There  is  no  major  maintenance  schedule  for  this  year. 

We  should  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  various  Special 
.Articles  that  will  be  included  in  the  School  District  Warrant  this 
year. 

1.  We  have  an  article  to  raise  funds  since  we  must  have 
equipment  for  the  additional  classrooms  and  want  to  have  the 
grounds  safe  and  suitable   for  use. 
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2.  We  recommend  that  the  election  of  School  District  (Offi- 
cials be  accompHshed  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  Town  Officials. 
This  will  mean  a  saving-  of  funds  and  insure  a  larger  turnout  of 
voters. 

3.  We  have  an  article  to  initiate  a  committee  to  investigate 
secondary  schooling  facilities.  We  are  very  much  aware  of  the 
impending  crisis  in  housing  for  our  High  School  students.  The 
School  Board  finds  it  increasingly  difficult  to  devote  enough  time 
to  this  serious  problem  and  continue  to  ])roperly  manage  routine 
affairs.  We  also  feel  that  this  group  should  have  funds  availal)le 
to  allow  them  to  accomplish  their  mission. 

We  find  that  our  budget  dollars  would  not  stretch  far  enough 
to  cover  all  expenses.  This  unhappy  situation  could  not  be  fore- 
seen when  our  budget  was  calculated  and  apjiropriated.  There 
are  three  separate  factors  that  were  not  in  effect  until  after  March 
of  last  year.  The  first  cause  was  an  increase  in  tuition  for  our 
pupils  attending  Haverhill  High  School.  This  increase  could  not 
be  anticipated.  The  second  cause  resulted  from  legislation  shift- 
ing the  financial  responsibility  for  educating  State  Wards  from 
the  place  of  original  domicile  to  the  ])lace  of  residence.  We  no 
longer  receive  this  income.  The  third  cause  resulted  from  the  addi- 
tional cost  for  housing  our  fourth  grade,  and  for  a  part-time  tea- 
cher for  the  first  grade. 

We  also  have  an  article  to  raise  funds  to  place  all  of  our  tea- 
chers on  salary  schedule.  We  have  teachers  that  we  recommend 
should  be  receiving  more  pay  than  we  are  giving  them.  This  sit- 
uation must  be  corrected  if  we  are  to  retain  our  experienced  tea- 
chers. Without  experienced  qualified  teachers  we  cannot  main- 
tain a  high  standard  of  education. 

Our  budget  for  the  coming  year  is  $154,443.96  —  this  is  an 
increase  of  $35,447.67  over  the  amount  appropriated  last  year. 
Major  areas  of  increase  are:  High  School  Tuition,  up  $9,195.00 
from  $28,000.00:  Teachers  Salaries  up  $8,406.90  from  $39,974. 
00:  Principal  and  Interest  on  Debt  up  $13,017.00  from  $10,183. 
00:  also  included  in  this  record  budget  is  $9,500.00  for  capital  ex- 
penditures for  the  addition  to  the  Academy  School.  The  $9,500. 
00  will  equip  all  except  two  classrooms,  complete  the  water  sys- 
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tem  started  this  year,  and  pay  for  the  work  on  the  grounds.  We 
also,  in  the  salary  account,  have  provided  for  another  teacher. 

We  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their  support  and  assistance, 
for  without  this  our  task  woukl  not  only  be  endless  but  impossible.

Fire  Prevention  Is  Your  Business 

In  these  days  of  constantly  rising  taxes  any  unnecessary  ex- 
pense is  an  added  burden  on  everyone's  pocketbook.  Forest  fires 
damage  our  valuable  fields  and  woodlands,  AND  they  cost  money. 

Lightning  sets  some  fires,  and  of  course  we  can  not  control 
lightning.  But  ninety-eight  per  cent  of  our  forest  fires  are  caused 
by  human  carelessness.    These  we  can  do  something  about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of-doors 
burning,  when  we  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high  fire  danger, 
when  we  set  up  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  dump,  we  are 
trying  to  protect  everyone's  interests  —  yours  and  the  Town's. 
You  may  help  in  this  program. 

First,  obey  the  State  fire  laws : 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  war- 
den. Unless  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  the  law  re- 
quires it. 

2.  Supervise  your  fire  and  keep  it  under  control. 

3.  Make  sure  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

Secondly,  you  can  help  by: 

1.  Using  the  ash  tray  in  your  car. 

2.  Cautioning  your  children  about  the  danger  of  fires. 

3.  Using  your  town  dump.  By  not  burning  at  home,  you  may 
save  yourself  much  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial. 

Atkinson  continues  to  have  an  enviable  record.  We  can  keep 
it  that  way !
